Harmful to American Trade.

| Terrors of Reconcentration. 

A the scarcity of food increased with the 
devastation of the depopulated areas of pro- 
duction, destitution and want became mis- 
ery and starvation. Month by month the 
death rate increased. in an alarming ratio. 
By March, 1897, according to conservative 
‘estimates from official Spanish sources, the 
mortality among the reconcentrados from 
starvation and the disease thereto incident 
exceeded 50 per centum of their total num- 
ber. No practical relief was accorded to the 
destitute. The overburdened-towns, already 
suffering from the general dearth, could give 
no ald. So-called zones of cultjvation, estab- 
lished within the immediate area of effective 


military control about the cities and fortified 


camps, proved illusory as a remedy for the 
suffering. The unfortunates, being for the 
most part women and children, with aged 
and helpless men, enfeebled by disease and 
hunger, could not have tilled the soll without 
tools, seed, or shelter for their own support 


or for the supply of the cities: Reconcentra- 


tion, adopted avowedly as a war measure in 
order to cut off the resources of the insur- 
gents, worked its predestined result. As I 


said in my message of last December, it was 


not civilized warfare; it was extermination. 


The only peace it could beget was that of 


the wilderness and the grave. 


Failure of Spanish Arms. 
Meanwhile the military situation in the 
island had undergone a noticeable change. 
The extraordinary activity that charac- 
terited the second year of the war, when 
the insurgents imvaded even the thitherto 
ed fields of Pinar del Rio, and car- 
ed havoc and destitution up to the walis of 
the City of Havana itself, had relapsed into 
a dogged struggie in the central and eastern 
provinces. The Spanish arms regained a 
measure of control in Pinar del Rio and 
of Havana, but under the existing 
conditions of the rural country, without im- 
mediate improvement of their productive 
situation, Even thus partially restricted the

The President's long deferred message was 
sent in to Congress today. To say that it was 
satisfactory would not be entirely true. On 
the contrary, members of Congress on both 
sides of the Capitol expressed their disap- 
pointment at the lack of vigor shown, and 
were, in fact, considerably in doubt as to 
what the President was aiming at. This 
sentiment of dissatisfaction resulted in a 
| large inerease of strength to the warlike 
element. 

If the Senate Committee on Foreign Rela - 
tions had taken a vote this afternoon it 
would have resulted in the stiffést Kind of a 
resolution, contemplating immediate inter- 


vention, and possibly a declaration of war. 


The Foreign committee will hold another 
meeting tomorrow afternoon, at which it is 


expected that Consul General Lee will be 


present. If he is able to throw any detided 
ligMt upon the horrible catastrophe in Ha- 
vana harbor nearly two months ago a decia- 


ration of war is likely to result, with the 


catastrophe to the Maine as its 
cause.

No Hint of Independence. 

So far as the members could learn from 
listening to the message the President had 
‘never at any time demanded that Cuba 
should be free. When they coupled this 
melancholy fact with the argument made in 
the message against any recognition of inde- 
pendence there was displayed an evident 
feeling of mingled resentment and distrust. 
Members of Congress could not understand 
why the President had asked for authcrity 
to intervene, but carefully avoided, even in 
his message, making the slightest declara- 
tion looking toward the independence of 
Cuba. 

Many Representatives and Senators who 
have beet supporting the administration 
were alarmed to find out that the President 
asked from Congress authority to intervene 
with the army and navy, but did not in any 
way declare his intention of setting up a free 
government. On all sides, the opinion was 
expressed that if a resolution should be 
framed directly on the lines laid down in the 
President's message there would be nothing 
to prevent him from seizing Cuba from force 
of arms, stopping both the Spaniards ard 
the Cubans, and then entering upon ne 
diplomatic negotiations, the result of which 
might be nothing more than a new form of 
autonomy under the Spanish flag. 

Many of the members who were dispored 
to meet the President more than half way 
frankly admitted that they could not give 
him authority to use the army and navy 
for any other purpose except to drive Spain 
out of Cuba. A careful reading of the mes- 
‘sage showed that while the President had 
said that the war must stop. he no where 
said that Spain’s sovereignty must neces- 
sarily cease. These omtesions in the mes- 
‘gage were considered much more significant 
than anything the President actually said. 


Disappointment in the Senate. 

Yesterday it was generally understood 
that the Foreign Relations committee of the 
Senate would pass a resolution directing the 
President to iutervene within some reason- 
able time. This was on the express under- 
standing that while the message would de- 

clare against a recognition of the present 
E. ot Cuba it would declare that Span- 
ish dominion over Cuba must stop. 

Pronunent Senators who were 
about the message hed all been to bo- 
lieve that the President's opposition to in- 
dependence related solely to the question of 
recognizing the insurgent government, and 
that he would have no hesitation in deciaring 
for the freedom of the island itself, It was 
with this distinct understanding that the 
Foreign Relations committee tacitly agreed 
to draw up a mild intervention resolution, so 
that the President might execute it as he 
saw fit. 

When the message was read finally, ‘and 
it was clearly shown that the President, 
first, had never asked Spain for the free- 
dom of Cuba, and then asked for interven- 
tion without so much as referritig to inde- 
pendence, the Senate Foreign committee, 
believing itself to have been tricked, either

Regarding a report that there had been 
a strong odor of chloroform about the dead 
man's berth, Dr. Wassall said that he had 
noticed no such odor Dr. Wassall also 
joined with the Coroner's physician in deny- 
ing any suspicion of a suicide. 

Dr. Wassall telegraphed the news of the 
death from Albany to the family in Chicago 
and to Harry Hamlin of the Grand Opera- 
House in Chicago, who is stopping at the 
Lambs’ club in this city. Mr. Winston's 
brother wired in reply that he would start 
at once to claim the body. 

Upon the arrival of the train in New York 
the remains were taken in charge by the 
eo They searched the berth the body 

d occupied, but found nothing to arouse 
any suspicion as to the cause of death. The 
body was sent to Senior’s undertaking rooms 
on the boulevard, where the autopsy was 
performed. 

“The death was certainly due to natural. 
causes, said Dr. Williams. “ The condi- 
tion of the man’s brain was such that lam 
surprised he lived as long as he did. It is 
not unlikely that he may have used chioro- 
form for a headache, but if he did it had 
nothing to do with his death.“ 

The news was received with deep regret. 
Dudley Winston was universally esteemed, 
He united a clear judgment and able mind 
with an upright character and an amicabie | 


ond daughter of ex-Senator Charles B. Far- 
well.

YANKEES DEFEAT THE ENEMY. 


Riot in Hongkong in Which the Ameri- 
can and British Sailors 


Carry the Day. 


Vancouver, B. C., April 11.— [Special. = 
Fourth Officer Hepbern of the steamer Em- 
press of Japan tells of a big street fight in 
Hongkong. Just before the steamer sailed 
a row occurred in a saloon between Russian - 
and English sailors. A squad of Russian 
sailors picked up all the German and French 
sailors on land, held a council of war, and 
hostilities were declared against the Anglo- 
Saxon race. In thirty minutes 400 German, 
French, and Russian sailors had lined three 
deep along Queen street, which is twetity- 
five feet wide, for 100 yards, from Joss 
Temple to the water edge, and defied the 
Yankees and Johnnie Bulls to break théir 
ranks, jeering them for cowards. 

The Yankees and Britishers, 150 strong, 
not half the number of the enemy, advanced 
to the charge, shoulder to shoulder, some 
erying Hall Columbla and some God 
Save the Queen.“ They drove, like a mighty 
wedge, through the mass of foreigners. 

The allied German, French, and Russian 
forces were soon surrounded. and, in the 
words of an eye-witness, the small squad 
of Anglo-Saxons knocked seven bells out 
of them.“ The police were powerless to 
interfere. The officers hurried to shore in 
launches, but the hostilities did not cease 
till the allied forces crted for quarter. .

While these negotiations were in progress 
the increasing destitution of the unfortunate 
reconcentrados and the alarming mortality 
among them claimed earnest attention. The 
Success which had attended the Mmited 
‘measure of relief extended to the suffering 
American citizens among them by the ju- 
dicious expenditure through the consular 
agencies of the money appropriated express- 
ly for their succor by the joint resolution ap- 
proved May 24, 1897, prompted the humane 
extension of a similar scheme of aid to the 
great body of sufferers. A suggestion to this 
end was acquiesced in by the Spanish au- 
thorities. 
On the 24th of December last I caused to 
be issued an appeal to the American people, 
inviting contributions in money or in kind 
for the sticcor of the starving sufferers in 
Cuba, following this on the 8th of January 
by a similar public announcement of the 
formation of a central Cuban relief com- 
mittee, with headquarters in New York City, 
composed of threé members representing 
the American National Red Cross and the 
religious and business elements of the com- 
munity. The efforts of that committee have 
been untiring and accomplished much. Ar- 
rangements for free transportation to Cuba 
have greatly aided the charitable work. The 
President of the American Red Cross and 
repregentatives of other contribytory organ- 
izations have rously visited Cuba and 
codperated with the Consul General and the 
local authorities to make effective distribu- 
tion of the relief collected through the ef- 
forts of the central committee. Nearly $200,- 
000 in money and -supplies has already 
reached the sufferers, and more is forthcom- 
ing. The supplies are admitted duty free, 
and transportation to the interior has been 
arranged, so that the relief, at first neces- 
sarily confined to Havana and the larger 
cities, is now extended through most, if not 
all, of the towns were suffering exists. 
‘Thousands of lives have already been saved. 

The necessity for a changein the condition 
of the reconcentrados is recognized by the 
Spanish government.

They are evidence that 
the United States, in addition to the test im- 
posed by public law as the condition of the 
recognition of independence by a neutral 
state (to wit: that the revolted states shall 
constitute is. fact a body politic, having a 
government in substance as well as in name 
possessed of the elements of stability,” 
forming de facto, “ if left to itself, a state 
among the nations, reasonably capable of 
the duties of state”) has m- 
posed for its own grievance in dealing with 
cases like these the further condition that 
recognition of independent statehood is not 
due to a revolted dependency until the dan- 
gcr of its being again subjugated by the 
parent state has entirely passed away. This 
extreme test was in fact applied in the case 
of Texas.

their homes and sorrow to the nation. 
The na val court of inquiry which, it is need- 
less to say, commands the unqualified con- 
fidence of the government, was unanimous 
in its conclusion that the destruction of the 
Maine was caused by an exterior explosion, 
that ofa submarine mine. It did not assume 
to place the responsibility. That remains to 
be fixed. 


In any event the destruction of the Maine, 
by wiatever exterior cause, is a patent 


and impressive proof of a state of things 
in Cuba that is intolerable. That condition 
is thus shown to — such that the pte yal 
government cannot assure safety 
curity to a vessel of the American navy in 
the harbor of Havana on a mission of peace 
and tfully there, 

Further referring in this connection to re- 
cent diplomatic correspondence, a dispatch 
from our Minister to Spain of the 26th ultimo 
contained the statement that the Spanish 
Minister for Foreign Affairs assured hi 
itivély that Spain will do all that 
honor and justice require in the matter of 
the Maine. The reply above to of 
the ist ultimo also contained an expression 
of the readiness of Spain to submit to an, 
arbitration of all the differences which can 
arise in this matter, which is spbsequently 
explained by the note of the Spanish Minister 
at Washington of the 10th inst. as follows:

Cleveland’s Last Message.

The near future will demonstrate whether 
the indispensable condition of a righteous 
peace, just alike to the Cubans and to Spain, 
as well as equitable to all our interests so 
intimately involved in the welfare of Ouba, 
is likely to be attained.

HITT is ASKED TO ACCOUNT. 


Brought Into Court for Spending 
‘Much of His Child’ 
| Fort 
| 
Homer B. Hitt, son of John Hitt, and a 
relative of Congressman R. R. Hitt, ended a 
year of high life with the acceptance of a 
writ served on him by a Deputy Sheriff late 
on Sunday night, charging him with spending 
a large part Of his first wife’s estate. The 
fortune of $65,000 which his first wife left to 
him in trust, it seems, has almost entirely 
dis appeared. 
In response to the service secured upon him 
Hitt appeared before Judge Kohlsaat in the 
Probate Court yesterday morning to make an 
accounting for the estate. He explained that 
most of the money had disappeared, but was 
penitent. The hearing of the case was set 
for Thursday morning, when an attempt 
will be made to straighten out the tangled 
affairs. The few jewels, pawn tickets, and 


owns are to be saved for the benefit of the 
infant of his first wife. The value of these 
converted into cash is estimated at $15,000. 
His career has cost the child some $30,000. 
Hitt’s first wife, Whose death left him in 
possession of the fortune, was Lucy B. Treat 
of Polo, III., where her child is being kept by 
a relative. Her will bequeathed the money 
to her husband in trust for the child until he 
should reach the age of 25 years, when two- 
thirds of it was to go to him. The other 
third was the husband's outright. This 
wife died about a year ago, and almost im- 
mediately Hitt met Gladys Forbes. 

At that time Hitt was living at the Audito- 
rium Hotel. He had no business, and heavy 
as his expenses had been before they jumped 
to enormous figures, and there was much 
speculation as to where the money came 
from. He became one of the best known 
frequenters of South Side resorts.

Bids are to be opened on Monday for 
the construction of the intercepting sewer 
on Lawrence avenue in Lake View from 
the lake to the North Branch.

On Feb. 4 Assistant Secretary Day in- 
formed General Lee that the Secretary of 
the Navy thought it imprudent for sanitary 
reasons to keep the Maine long in Havana. 
He asked if some vessels had been kept 
there all the time and requested his views. 

In reply, General Leé said he thought 
there would be no danger to the health of 
the vessel's crew before May. 

We should not relinquish our position of 
ceful control of the situation or con- 
ditions would be worse than if the vessel 
had never been sent. Americans would de- 
part with their families in haste if no ves- 
sel were in the harbor on account of dis- 
trust of present preservation of order by the 
authorities. If another riot pecurs it will 
be against the Governor General and au- 
tonomy, but might include anti-American 
demonstrations also. A first-class battle- 
Ship should replace the present one if re- 
lieved as an object lesson and to counteract 
Spanish opinion of our navy, and should 
have a torpedo boat with it to preserve 
communication with Admiral.“ 

The next telegram of importance was sent 
by General Lee early on the morning of 
Feb. 16, announcing to the State depart- 
ment the destruction of the Maine. That 
telegram has been published. 

During the forty-eight hours that followed 
General Lee kept the department informed 
of the occurrence in chronological order. 
In a dispatch of Feb. 28 he said that after 
the divers under Captain Sigsbee had made 
& cursory examination of the wreck, the 
Spanish government would like to unite 
with ours in having the bottom of the ship 
and the harbor in its vicinity jointly exam- 


The next day Judge Day Informed Genoral 
Lee that this government haa already in- 
stituted an investigation of the disaster 
which would be conducted independently. 

He added, however: This government will 
afford every facility it can to the Spanish 
authorities in whatever investigation they 
may see fit to make upon their part.“

In concluding his let- 
ter to Blanco, General Lee said: ee 
“I am quite sure that neither government 
has any other object except to ascertain all 
the facts connected with the explosion of 
the Maine, and that the great desire of 
both governments is to proceed harmoniously 
with the work.” 
At this point the correspondence between 
General Lee and the State department, con- 
cerning the Maine disaster, abruptly 
terminates so far as the report submitted to 
is concerned. 


TENANTS ARE ROUTED BY FIRE. 


Blaze Causes a Panic Among the Occu- 
pants of a Building at 182 
State Street. 


Fire in Emma Lagerquist’s bath parlors 
on the second floor at 182 State street caused 
a panic in that building yesterday. Men and 
women scantily clad rushed for safety. 
Within three minutes after the alarm had 
been given every one of the seven floors had 
been deserted, more than 200 persens having 
hurried to'the street by elevators and stair- 
ways. 

The fire was discovered in a rear room of 
the bath parlors. The entire room was soon 
in flames, and the fire was eating its way 
to the New York dental parlors on the floor 
above. Nearly thirty persons were in the 
dental pariors, and they all fled panie- 
stricken down the stairways. 

In Potter’s French Dressmaking Academy 
on the fourth floor forty girls were work- 
ing. These were taken down in the ele- 
vators, as also were the employés of Elliott 
& Rosenthal, furriers, and the Acme Manu- 
facturing company on the sixth floor, and 
the Ffeill Manufacturing company, jewel- 
ers, on the seventh floor. No one was in- 
jured in the hurry. 

Jennie Tanner, 6720 Emerald avenue, who 


works on the second floor, was on a cable 
car when she saw the fire engines near the 
building. Se jumped from the car while it 
was in motion, and her dress catching on 
the fender she was dragged nearly thirty 
feet. She was slightly bruised. 

The building is owned by S. W. Trainor. 
Emma Lagerquist’s loss was about $400. 
The dental parlors were damaged about $200. 
Two plate glass windows in Owen Murray’s 
saloon on the ground floor were broken and 
the saloon was damaged slightly by water. 


OLD GERMAN CHURCH IS SOLD. 
Congregation Abandons st. Paul’s 
_ Evangelical Edifice and Buys 
a New Site. 


St. Paul's German Evangelical Church, 
Ohio street and La Salle avenue, after hous- 
ing its congregation for fifty-six years, has 
been abandoned and will be turned into a 
printing shop. The congregation is the old- 
est among the Germans in Chicago. It was 
established in 1842, and in the autumn of 
that year a small frame edifice was dedicated 
on the site of the present building. In 1855 
the frame church gave place to a larger one, 
the corner stone of which is still in place, 
for, though the structure was déstroyed in 
the great fire, the original foundation was 
used in erecting the present church. Re- 
cently the congregation outgrew its place of 
worship, and the pastor, the Rev. R. A. 
John, and the trustees bought a new 
structure at Orchard and Kemper streets. 
Yesterday the church furniture was removed 
to the new location.

DIES TO JOIN HER LOVER. 


GRIEF LEADS MISS LILLIAN HIGGINS 
TO COMMIT SUICIDE. 


Wearing for the First Time a Garment 
Made Ten Years Ago for Use as & 
Bridal Robe, She Takes Laudanum 
and Chiereform—Leaves Letters to 
Friends Telling Why Lite Was No 
Longer Endurable—Lived with Her 
Aged Father at 10201 Lowe Avenue.

Attired a wedding dress and with a 
5 flowers in her hand, Miss 
Lillian Higgins died yesterday at her home, 
10201 Lowe avenue, from laudanum taken 
with sifcidal intent, because she could not 
forget her lover, who passed away ten years 


ago. 

The remains were discovered in the morn- 
ing by the aged father of the dead girl. A 
white handkerchief obscured the face. When 
it was lifted later by a physician the features 
told of a peaceful death. 

On a table near the body was a bottie con- 
taining laudanum. A strong odor of chloro- 
form about the handkerchief gave evidence 
of precaution to make death doubly certain. 

Five letters were found upon the table.

Their Council Closes Its Work for the 


Talking of Dukes, there are just forty 
authentic Dukes in France—that is to say, 
Dukes Whose titles have been either grant- 
ed or recognized by the French monarchical 
government in thé past.. The honors of 
twenty-four of them, comprising the Dukes 
of Rohan, Uzes, Noailles, De la Tremoille, 
De la Rochefoueauld, Maille, Brissac, etc., 
date from prior to the great revolution. 
Six were created by King Louis XVIII. 
after the restoration, including the Duc 
de Cazes, the Duc des Cars, and the Duc 
Avaray. The Roman Dukedom of 
Gadagne, which is an ancient papal digni- 
ty more than 200 years old, was converted: 
into a French Dukedom by Napoleon III., 
and about eleven Dukedoms were created 
by the First and Third Napoleons, such as, 
for instance, those of Rivoli, Morny, Magen- 
ta, Bassano, Montebello, and Wagram. 

This does not, of courte, mean that there 
are only forty nobles who bear the title 
of Duke in France, but it does mean that 
there are only forty Frenchmen who, strict- 
ly speaking, have a hereditary and legal 
right to use a title of this kind: and if the 
laws in existence were enforced to the let- 
ter there are scores of people in France 
who could be fined and even imprisoned by
